Editor George A. Lyman of the 
Amboy Journal, who is now visiting 
in the state of Oregon, writes as fol­ 
lows to his p ap er concerning state 
p olitics in Illinois: 


The p rimary election will be held 
before my return from Oregon, and 
in lieu of v oting it is p rop er to state 
my p osition as regards the two p rin­ 
cip al offices to be voted on, those of 
senator and gov ernor. 
I lie t.liife contest is over the re- 
p ublican nomination for gov ernor, 
and howev er strong my regard and 
adm iration for ex-Governor Yates, ir 
it were p ossible to be at the p rimary 
election I should cast my vote for 
Deneen. 


According to long established p re­ 
cedent. he is entitled .to a second 
term. There were many chances ta k­ 
en under the p arty convention svs- 
tem and a worthy asp irant for a so,- 
ond term in office was often turned 
•down by combinations and unforseen 
conditions, the defeat reflecting no 
discredit on the loser as an official; 
but under our p rimary law where 
nominations are made by p op ular 
vote a defeat for nomination for a 
second term is too much in the n a ­ 
ture of a vote of w ant of confidence 
and a p op ular rebuke, and Gov tu­ 
neen is not deserv ing of that. 
Governor Deneen has not had a 
fair chance as gov ernor at any p er­ 
iod during his term of office. He has 
been continuously handicap p ed by an 
op p osition rep ublican p ress, with an 
assembly and lieutenant governor op 
p osing and obstructing it in every 
p ossible way, the op p osing and ob- 
sti acting being based up on no ta n ­ 
gible nor legitimate grounds aside 
from enmity for the governor. 
The 
wishes and the interests of the p eo­ 
p le hav e been rep eatedly p ut asid.*, 
the only ap p arent reason for so do­ 
ing being a groundless and unreas­ 
onable dislike for the governor. 
For these reasons and because I 
believe Gov ernor Deneen to be on. 
of the most abie and trust w'orrhy 
p olitical leaders in the state and that 
the interests of the state and the 
p eop le will he best conserved by his 
nomination, I should vote for him it 
p resent at the p rimary election Aug­ 
ust 8, 


Mr. Yates is also entitled to rec­ 
ognition by the p eop le; but this is 
not p rop erlv his op p ortunity. 
He 
made Mr. Deneen governor by p ro­ 
curing his nomination in the mem 
able 
rep ublican 
convention 
years ago: and although he has the one 
right to do so. it is hardly fair and 
honorable this year to turn 
against 
him in the way he is doing, Yates h 
a young man comp aratively, and his 
p op ularity could be made available 
at some other lime when there would 
be no detraction from the p leasure 
and honor of success by anything 
that would ap p ear inop p ortune 
or 
questionable. 


This p ap er is now and always has 
been a sup p orter of Albert J. Hop ­ 
kins for senator and very desirous 
of seeing him re-elected. Whatev er 
mav be said as to the ability 
and 
statesmanshin of his op p onents. Ma­ 
son and Foss, mav with still greater 
force and truth be said of 
Senator 
Hop kins. 


He. like Gov ernor Deneen, is by 
p recedent and in jusHee entitled to 
a second term: hut that becomes an 
insignificant reason for sup p orting 
him 
when we consider his 
great 
worth to the state and the nation as 
a statesman. He is one of the few 
men in the T-nited Estates distinguish­ 
ed for courage, indep endence and no 
lifioal saeraeitv He is one of Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt's most trusted and 
confident advisers.
